The American Medical Association, along with 
16 state and county medical societies, is a target for 
investigation by the Antitrust Division of the Justice 
Department. And that hag stirred up some very in- 
teresting editorial comment in the nation's news- 
papers, s 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer observed, "The 
FBI may find evidence that the medical association 
has been violating the antitrust laws because it re- 
stricts its membership to those who conform to certain 
standards and who have passed examinations con- 
ducted by state boards. If so, then the FBI might also 
find that bar associations, dental societies, profes- 
sional engineers, barbers, cosmetologists and all other 
organizations whose members arc licensed by the 
states also were in violation of the antitrust laws." 

The Columbus Evening Dispatch said, "The 
AMA has vigorously opposed President Truman s 
state medicine proposal. Therefore, the doctors are 
to be put on the spot, smeared in the eyes of the public 
and harried by government minions ..." 

The Los Angeles Times remarked, "It may oc- 
cur to the general public that if the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, which openly proposes to raise a large 
campaign fund to defeat certain members of Con- 
gress ... is not investigated, then the AMA, which 
has sought to raise a much smaller campaign fund to 
protect itself from what it considers an assault on 
medical standards, -ought not to be investigated 
either."

The whole purpose is to move promptly onto. Ameri- 
ca's dining tables the largest pork supply of recent 
years. 

The value of this to farmers and other pork 

producers is obvious. And the consumer's interest is 

also paramount — much of the promotional material 

will stress ways and means of getting top return for 

the family's meat dollar.

NEW YORK. — An nir force 
B-17 appeared over Manhattan 
in an experimental photographic 
flight and dropped several scores 
of cartridges that made brief 
flashes in the sky.

The 
flashes, it was reported, were 
to give light estimated at 50 mil- 
lion candlopower, while camera 
men in the plane took pictures. 
V From the roof tops of Manhat- 
tan it appeared as if a red ball 
dropped from the plane, followed 
shortly by the brief flash and 
several seconds later by a not 
too loud explosion. 



Machine Discloses 
Uncanny Faculties 
In Checking Plugs 

FOSTORIA, OHIO.— Even em- 
ployes who see it every day stop to 
watch a fascinating .little machine 
in the Auto-Lite spark plug factory 
here. 

With an uncanny ability that 
seems like magic, the machine 
whirls around endless numbers of 
seemingly Identical spark plugs and 
unerringly and selectively rejects 
any that are not up to standard. 

When production of the new re- 
sistor spark plug began, new testing 
as well as new production tech- 
niques were required. 

One of the distinctive features of 
the resistor as compared with 
standard spark plug previously pro- 
duced hero is a built-in 10,000-ohm 
resistor. (An ohm is a measure- 
ment of electricity.) It is necessary 
to test each of the millions of plugs 
produced to be sure resistance is 
really right, not too high and not 
too low. Several methods have been 
employed, but it wasn't until engi- 
neering genius produced this little 
electronic machine that testing was 
put on a high-speed, mass produc- 
tion basis. 

The plugs co oe cstcd are placed 
in recesses on one turntable. As 
this revolves, finger-like clamps' on 
another turntable snatch off the 
plugs one by one and start them on 
another circular trip. Before a 
single revolution ftas been com- 
pleted, the plug is tested and flipped 
off into one of three bins— one for 
plugs that test low, * another for 
those that test high and the final 
one for those which test right. 
Those that don't conform are re- 
turned for correction. 

The machine has something of 
the same fascination of a pinball 
machine or juke box. The rejects 
come so rarely that it is difficult to 
resist stopping to wait for the "odd" 
one to come up. 

And just about the time the on- 
looker has decided the machine 
must be out of order and is passing 
all the plugs, one is finally flipped 
off into an "out" bin. 



Uranium Ore in Mexico 
Doesn't Worry U.S. Chiefs 

WASHINGTON.— Brien McMahon, 
chairman of the joint congressional 
atomic energy committee has said 
he finds nothing alarming in reports 
that 220 grams of uranium turned 
up in Mexico City. 

The Connecticut Democrat said 
a preliminary FBI investigation in- 
dicated the find consisted of raw 
uranium, rather than the ultra- 
refined uranium that is used to 
make U-235, the atomic bomb in- 
gredient. 

But McMahon said he Intends to 
wait for a more detailed FBI re- 
port before considering the case 
closed. 

Mexico City dispatches said the 
Uranium was found in the posses- 
ion of a Mexican detained on a 
routine matter by police last Jan- 
uary. They said the 220 grams 
Were enclosed in a tiny cylinder 
about two and one-hajf inches long 
And an inch in diameter. 

Subsequent scientific tests showed 
the cylinder's contents to be of 
a type not obtainable in Mexico, 
This led Mexican authoiities to be- 
lieve that the uranium was stolen 
from^somo U.S. atomic laboratory.

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Employes Advised to 
Check Social Security 
Accounts for Accuracy 



Bernard Barnett, manager of the 
Waukegan Social Security office, 
states that his office records cover- 
ing the past several years reveals 
only a small fraction of one percent 
of workers served by his off ice ever 
check their accounts. 

Each calendar quarter, every em- 
ployer whose business is covered by 
the Social Security Act is required 
by law to report to the Govern- 
ment the total wages earned by 
each employee. The benefits paid 
to workers when they retire and to 
survivors when the wage earner 
dies are proportionate to the wgaes 
reported since 1936. If these wages 
are not reported, or are not report- 
ed in full, future benefits may bo 
reduced or impossible of payment. 
To prevent this, the law permits 
each worker to check his account 
every four years. After four years, 
according to law, correction of er- 
rors may not ordinarily be made. 
Consequently, some -workers and 
their families may find when too 
late that errors or inaccurate reports 
have impaired their benefits. 

Ordinarily, Mr. Barnett said, if a 
worker has been working for years 
for an established employer who 
has an adequate bookkeeping sys- 
tem, the worker need not be too 
concerned about checking up. How- 
ever, workers who have changed 
employers frequently or who have 
worked for employers who do not 
emphasize accurate records, should 
ask the nearest social security of- 
fice at least once every four years 
for statements of their accounts. If 
an account is not right the worker 
should then ask the social security 
office to assist in getting it rectified. 
A social security representative will 



slips and employer statements un- 
til, he has ascertained that his ac- 
count is correct, then he may des- 
troy the slips and start having new 
ones.
